REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE 
BISHOP’S ADDRESS AND THE 
STATE OF THE CHURCH 


The bird’s eye view of the affairs of the 
district afferded by this bishop’s address 
and the summary statistics for 1926 reveal 
a terrain rather surprisingly smooth and 
even. If we thought to find outstanding 
spiritual or material achievements, the re- 
sult is somewhat disappointing. But this 
is the normal way for the bird’s eye view 
to look. It would hardly be wise for a com- 
mittee such as this to expect to be able 
to present an aerial photograph consisting 
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entirely of elevations or entirely of hollows.

This is a report of fairly ordinary people 


who have been working for a year with 
other fairly ordinary people. The state 


of the church at any given point is a lift- 
ing of the curtain upon a drama of human 
interests, our special concern being to ob- 
serve the hand of God as He directs the 
movements. 

Taking into account a not too prosperous 
year in Eastern Washington, no pronounced 
movement of population into our district, 
and actual losses in some places, your com- 
mittee feeis that there is warrant for sober 
and thoughtful congratulation in the pres- 
ent situation. For, in*= both the mateirial 
and the spiritual, there seems to be an up- 
ward trend of the landscape. While no 
rectories have been built, a number have 
been made more habitable or are about to 
be remodelled. We congratulate Cashimere 
on its splendid Parish Hall, conceived and 
erected in a fine spirit of initiative, sac- 
rifice and faith. We note the need for new 
rectories at Roslyn and Colville, and the 
plans for building them in Pullman 
Walla Walla. We hope that it may be pos- 
sible to achieve a rectory each year until 
our clergy are suitably housed.

Your committee comments with pleasure 
upon the church building now in process 
of erection in Wenatchee, and expresses 
the hope that this is only the beginning 
in the building of of the type 
through which our Mother Church can ade- 
quately express her genius of worship and 


churches 


service. 

We congratulate ourselves and our bish- 
op upon the fact that the new Jathedral 
has advanced beyond the dream stage and 
is in process of realization. While build- 
ings are not the most important feature of 
the chureh life, yet we are not quite play- 
ing fair with God when we expect Him to 
work miracles with the normal aesthetic 
sense of mankind every time one of our 
churches comes into view. We believe that 
the presence of the new cathedral will go 
a long way toward placing our church in 
the position of respect and appreciation 
where she ought rightfully to be. 

The spiritual results of 1926 show some 
cause for joy. Confirmations increased 
‘from 219 to 311, the greatest number, ever 
confirmed in this district in any one year.

Suptisms, however, decreased among child- 
ren, while increasing among adults, the 
total figures being below those of 1925. The 
number of church families shows a gain 
while the number of communicants has in- 
creased by 473. Our Church School shows 
a gain of 63. 


Financially, we seem to have received

REPORT PRINCIPAL ST. PAUL’S SCHOOL 


To the Rt. Rev. Edward M. Cross, 8. T. D. 
President of the Convocation. 


The past year has been for St. Paul’s 
School significant only, in that it marks 
another milestone in its present era of re- 
lative , prosperity. 


Last year there were graduated from the 
high school department, nineteen seniors, 
constituting the largest class in the school’s 
record so far. Of these nineteen, fifteen 
have gone on to higher institutions, an un- 
usually high percentage, perpetuating the 
school’s tradition of fine scholarship and 
high ideals. ‘ 


When I say prosperity, I mean, also, our 
ability not only to defray current expeuses 
and maintain and improve our equipment, 
but also to have available, from our earn- 
ings, funds which can be applied in schol- 
arships, in order to widen the field of ser- 
vice of the school and make it available 
to as many as possible of those for whom 
even the very nominal tuition rate of this 
school, presents barriers. 


Such funds represent of course, the 
fruits of careful husbanding of our re- 
sources—and of the earnest effort on the 


part of everyone connected with the insti- 
tution to render full return in such service 
as alone makes true efliciency possible. 


Our endowment to date is in the neigh- 
borhood of twenty-two thousand, as the re- 
port of the treasurer will show in detail 
But that does not bring out the fact that 
more than half of that amount is the gift, 
personally of our beloved and _ revered 
3ishop Wells, and much of the rest of it 
is of his securing. This year he has again 
added the two thousand dollars ($2,000), 
one thousand ($1,000) of which represents 
no less a personal sacrifice than giving up 
his winter’s trip to a warmer climate, as 
has been his habit for some years past. 
Too much credit can never be given to Bish- 
op Wells for his devoted service to St. 
Paul’s School, which owes to him not only 
its founding, but also its preservation in 
several crises that threatened its existence. 


It is such personalities as these which 
are woven into the traditions of the school 
and give it its distinctive and lofty tone. 


For that reason we witness with the deep- 
est regret the approaching departure of Mr. 
Warren who for more than nine years has 
been our Chaplain and vice-president of our 
Board of Trustees. He has quietly, but 
effectually ministered to our spiritual needs. 
and has endeared himself to us by bis very 
ready and very constant helpfulness, which 
we shall sadly miss. Such friends as he. 
are not acquired easily nor lost without 
a conesiousness of real deprivation. 


May I say in conclusion that the affairs 
of the current year are progressing satis- 
factorily and every thing gives promise of 
success.

REPORT OF DISTRICT SOCIAL SER- 
VICE TO THE THIRTY-FIFTH AN- 
NUAL CONVOCATION 
When the request came from our Bishop 
for the report of the district social ser- 
vice, we began seeking information regard- 
ing the development of these activities, and 
while it has been impossible to get in touch 


with many who are known to be giving 
helpful service, we have evidence that 


through out the entire district there is a 
very sincere interest in community needs 
us well as that of our own people. It is 
evident that our minds are more socialized 
and that the clergy and laity alike are 
ready and willing to co-operate in the re- 
lief of undesirable conditions. 

Looking back over the past five year's, 
it would seem that a community-conscience 
und a community-will has been developed. 
Judging from experience it would seem to 
some of us that time and patience are more 
necessary than money, as funds sometimes 
hinder by enabling those of us who are 
anxious to help, to go on into the field of 
organized charity, where we have, through 
the generosity of the American people, in- 
stitutions at our disposal through which 
almost every possible case of destitution 
or need may be met, providing that we know 
these institutions and so work with them 
that we can have co-operation and service 
which we are financially unable to give. 

It is our privilege to report; the service 
rendered to the United States Government 
Veterans’ Hospital by Rev. B. A. Warren, 
who as Chaplain has charge of arranging 
services for patients, making visits and

ministering to these men who are uway 
from family and friends, many of whom 
are hopelessly ill. Mr. Warren has been 


able to assist the families of these men who 
visit at the time of extreme illness or death. 
Those of us who have visited these hospit- 
als since the World War know how very 
much such kindness is needed. 


Mr. Warren been making weekly 
visits to the State penintentiary, lending 
encouragement and helping men upon their 
release. In this connection we are looking 
forward to the time when there may be 
operated in this state, through civic clubs 
or otherwise an employment agency for the 
purpose of securing employment for prison- 
ers upon their release.

This year, I wish to bring to your atten- 
tion, the wonderful work done for the hos- 
pital by the organization known at St. Luke’s 
Auxiliary Mrs. H. E. Bacon is the presi- 
dent, Miss Gertrude M. Bach the Secretary. 
The Auxiliary consists of women from all 
the Episcopal churches in Spokane. During 
the year, they have given, at least, 70 days 
of their time sewing at the institution and 
much sewing has been done in various par-

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ish houses. 2084 articles have been made.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
MISSIONS 


To the Bishop and Members of Convocation ; 


At a meeting of this department held in 
April and at a meeting of the department 
at Summer School the phase of the work 
relating to the isolated communicant or 
family was given consideration. It seemed 
to us that the interest of these brethren 
should receive attention at Deanery meet- 
ings. 

This department notes with especial sat- 
isfaction the work of a number of lay-men 
and women in conducting group meetings 
and addressing congregations in the city of 
Spokane and in other places in preparation 
for the Crusade, a beginning of the Cru- 
sade, and is not to be considered as a part 
of a movement which will close with the 
delivery of the message of the Crusaders, 
but rather a quickening of the spiritual 
life of the whole church to a higher level 
and more active service. The efforts of 
the local. Crusaders are appreciated and 
their valuable contribution of service is a 
cause of rejoicing to the church. 

The department would register its sense 
of value of gatherings of ehurch people in 
the several Deaneries to promote their work, 
and would indicate its willingness to C0- 
operate with the Deans and other local 
leaders in such meetings. 

A meeting of the Yakima Deanery was 
held in December in Ellensburg. Represen- 


tatives were present from all the missions 
within the Deanery. Mrs. George Ware, of 
Hoquiam, Diocese of Olympia, gave three 
talks on “Women’s Work” and the Rey. Mr. 
Arney, also of the Diocese of Olympia, gave 
two addresses on “Personal Religion.” A 
mass meeting was held at which the Rev. 
EK. W. Pigion preached. 

A hopeful prospect of development is the 
missionary work in the White Bluff country 
where the Rev. Mr. Rolls has met a num- 
ber of church families and held services.

THE THIRTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE BISHOP OF SPOKANE 
The year 1926 has had its ups ‘and downs 
—put mostly ups—in the District of Spo- 

kane. 


BAPTISMS 
For 1925 the baptisms were, infants, 201; 
adults 50. For 1926, infants, 178, adults 65. 


CONFIRMATIONS 

The revised record for 1925 shows a total 
of 215 confirmations. For 1926 the total is 
311. I believe this is by far the largest 
number of confirmations in any one year 
since the beginning of the District life. 
(See Appendix A for details.) 

The Clergy of the District of Spokane 
surely deserves very special commendation 
for this splendid result. Tt represents de- 
voted labor and inspiring leadership. Like- 
wise it sets a high standard for 1927 and 
the years to follow. 


THE YAKIMA DEANERY 

Deun Rolls has been doing pioneer work 
in White Bluff, where he bad found a num- 
ber of church families. The Rey. Mr. Pigion 
has been looking after the revived work at 
Zillah: and The Rev. Mr. Mynard has been 
covering the extensive territory of the south- 
ern Yakima valley, including the work at 
Sunnyside, Mabton, Granger, and Prosser, 
where good interest is in evidence. 

At the extreme northern end, The Rey. 
Mr. Sharp is doing a fine work at Roslyn, 
Cle Elum, and Ronald. It is very largely 


among the foreign-born. 
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STATUS OF OUR MISSIONARY WORK 


Dean Laidlaw has gone from Pullman— 
much to the loss of the whole District. Pull- 
man is still vacant, but carrying on with 
good courage under the tenancy of The 
Rev. Leslie C. B. Hill. 

Our college student lay readers, Mr. Thom- 
as BE. Jessett, Mr. Reuel Howe, and Mr. 
Matthew Stevens, are giving fine assistance 
in manning the missions of the Snake River 
Deanery. 

Special mention must be made of the 
thriving state of our Mission at Colfax, 
which less than two years ago was declared 
hopeless. 


THE WENATCHEE DEANERY 


Over the mountains in the Wenatchee 
Deanery, Dean Bramhall is carrying on the 
eood work at Waterville in the face of the 
serious economic difficulties that section has 
experienced during the dry years. And, he 
is building a beautiful church at Wenatchee 
--a great enough task to take all of one 
man’s time. 

The Rey. KE. C. Schmeiser is covering 
Cashmere, Chelan, Maryvale, Leavenworth, 
and Brewster. At the last named place 
we have again started our work after four 
years of inactivity. Mr. Schmeiser’s “social 
service” activity in the interest of the fruit 
packers and growers of his community last 
fall is‘deserving of careful study and emn- 
lation. 

In the northern part of the Wenatchee 
Deanery, The Rey. E. B. Christie, who suc- 
ceeded Dean Gray, has entered enthusias- 
tically into the work of his far-flung field. 
Okanogan, Omak, Oroville, Loomis and Win- 
throp find him regularly ministering to 
their needs. The churches under his care 
are revealing a healthy life and growth. 


COLVILLE DEANERY 


This is our most difficult missionary field. 
Not that our church people are unfaithful, 
but because of loss of population and de- 
pression in economic conditions. We have 
had to fight and are fighting an uphill battle. 
This entire section is under the immediate 
supervision of Dean Allman, who in his min- 
istrations has been blessed with the assist- 
ance of a devoted lay reader, Mr. Oliver 
Leiser. Here we must continue to battle 
to hold our own until the inevitable day 


when a larger population will justify the 
ehurch’s investment of life and money in 
this field. 


SPOKANE DEANERY 


The New Cathedral campaign has given 
us anew lease of life, hope for future 
growth and service throughout the city and 
surrounding country. Over $200,000 was 
subscribed for the first unit of the new 
Cathedral,—approximately half of this com- 
ing from sources outside our church mem- 
bers. ; 

St. James’ Mission is thriving and fairly 
overflowing with life and activity. 

On the north side Holy Trinity holds the 
fort, ably seconded by St. David’s upon the 
hill. St. Matthew’s and St. John’s, now con- 
sidering a plan for amalgamation and a 
more central local locality than either now 
possesses, promise the development of anoth- 
er strategic work in that section of the city. 

The Hillyard work prospers, considering 
the fact that a little over a year ago the 
work had been closed. We have every rea- 
son for good courage in cunnection with 
this group of loyal people now gathered to- 
gether by Deaconess Corbett and Mr. Don- 
ald Glazebrook. Their faithful and effec- 
tive lay leadership is under the direction 
of the Dean of the Spokane Deanery, Father 
Palmer. 


ARCHDEACON’S FIELD 


Immediately under the direction of the 
Archdeacon are the missions at Cheney. 
Davenport, Ritzville, and Farmington,— 
though this represents only a limited part 
of the work for which the Archdeacon is 
more or less continuously responsible. Ritz- 
ville shows new signs of interest and 
growth, as does Cheney. Farmington is a 
new field where the problems are yet to be 
worked out. Davenport is not encouraging, 
Most of our church people there have moved 
away. We are holding on with a monthly 
Service so that we shall be ready for the 
better day that is surely coming, 

Briefly must it be said that the Church’s 
strategy in this District must be prepara- 
tion for the fast-coming day of larger popu- 
lation and more difficult problems. The 
present is no time for a too aggressive mis- 
sionary policy or elaborate expansions; but 
now is the time for a certain steadiness and 
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preseverance of ministration that will 
show to the people of this District our fine 
Christian hopefulness for the future of all 
concerned, and our determination to min- 
ister up to the limit of our ability despite 
frequent failure, inadequate financial sup- 
port, and the lack of missionary opportunity 
due to the static economic and population 
factors in eastern Washington. 


CHURCH PROPERTY 

We are improving. During 1926 the rec- 
tory at Okanogan has been enlarged; the 
Church at Brewster has been renovated ; the 
log Church at Chelan has been oiled outside 
and in and improved with an up-to-date sign- 
board. At Cashmere a new parish hall has 
been completed. The Vicar and a number 
of his laymen contributed their labor. It 
would cost $4,000 to erect such a building. 
The actual outlay was considerably less than 
$3,000. The building is being used (as wit- 
ness the “social service” work done during 
last year’s apple gathering xeason.) 

In Wenatchee they have already started 
their fine new church. The financial prob- 
lems have not been solved entirely, but 
there is good promise of early resumption 
of copstruction and a consequent hearten- 
ing of congregation that has shown splen- 
did resources of faith and of cooperation 
under the leadership of Dean Bramhall. 

At Yakima they have rebuilt the rectory 
interior and made an otherwise impossible 
building an altogether comfortable place 
for the rector’s family. 

At Colfax the church has undergone ex- 
tensive repairs and been painted. 

In Spokane the excavations for the first 
unit of the New Cathedral have been com- 
pleted. St. David’s church has undergone 
complete renovation inside and out. A new 
lawn has been started and trees have been 
planted. 

To be able to report these improvements 
over against the fact that in no instance 
have any deteriorations been noted repre- 
sents an appreciable improvement in the 
physical condition and value of our church 
property. 


FINANCIAL 
The general income for Self Support for 
the year 1925 was $55,041.82 ; for 1926 it was 
$54,174.62. We. pledged $6,300.00 to the 


National Council (as they requested) and 
we paid it—thanks to the splendid cooper- 
ation of the parishes and missions of the 
District, which almost without exception 
met the amount they had agreed to be re- 
sponsible for. 


In addition to these sums we completed 
the raising of our $2000.00 pledge for the 
wiping out of the General Deficit and re- 
deemed our promise made at General Con- 
vention in New Orleans. 


THE FUTURE 


With respect to our physical needs I place 
comfortable rectories first. This is basic. 
Considering the very limited stipend re- 
received by our missionaries the least we 
can do is provide comfortable dwelling 
places for them. We must have a rectory 
at Cashmere where, at the present time, 
there is none. We are now making ar- 
rangements, due largely to the initiative of 
this group of people, to buy the house next 
door to the church ; although this is only a 
temporary expedient and looks forward to 
the removal of the present small and out- 
of-date house in favor of a real rectory in 
the not too distant future. 


We need a modern dwelling in place of 
the unstable vicar’s house at Roslyn. 


We are about to undertake the building 
of a new rectory at Pullman. No one could 
in conscience ask a clergyman to move his 
family into such a building as the present 
one. 


A rectory must be provided at Colville. 
At the present time we have a virtually 
uninhabitable shack. 


t is most gratifying to realize that St. 
Paul’s Church, Walla Walla, has recently 
determined to replace the old rectory with 
a modern building. When one realizes that 
under the rectorship of Dean Warren the 
parish indebtedness has been cut in half, the 
parish itself placed upon a substantial and 
responsible basis, and that the people there 
have shown the courage to undertake this 
very necessary addition to their parochial 
equipment, one begins to appreciate the in- 
defatiguable labor and ability that has been 
addressed to the solution of parish problems 
in the city of Walla Walla.

While under this head of “Clergymen 
Transferred” I must pause long enough to 
record my keen regret that within so short 
a space we are to lose the men who have 
been in charge of our work in three strategic 
centers—Dean Laidlaw, Dean Hennessy, and 
Dean Warren. The very fact that the title 
“Dean” is to be found before each of these 
hames indicates that these are key men. 
and that they have held key positions—all 
three men of exceptional intellect, power 
and ability. As I contemplate the vacancies 
in these three important places I would be 
blind indeed if I did not realize the momen- 
tousness of these changes and the great 
difficulty—if not indeed jeopardy—in the 
very process of replacement.
